The matter of the alleged shortage 


in the accounts of Purchasing Agent 
Frederick C. Keith was -given lengthy 
consideration—the.

PORTSMOUTH 
BRIDGE EIGHTY 


ONE YEARS OLD. 


The Portsmouth Bridge company 


was incorporate*! by the legislature or 
New Hampshire on June 
28, 1819, 


eighty-four years ago, and this action 
was confirmed by the i.»assachusetts 
legislature on February 25, 1820. 


The bridge was so far completed 


on September 10, 1822, that the pro- 
prietors opened it that day for pas- 
senger traffic, the ferry run by Alex- 
inder Rice, being then discontinued. 
The bridge cost $30,000, and the stip- 
ulation was that "the proprietors are 
to pay Alexander Kice, out of the in- 
come of the bridge, $4,000 for the loss 
or his ferry." 


It would be interesting to 
know 


just how much the Portsmouth bridge 
has cost since 1822 to keep in repair.

Clubs Use 


Too Many 


Pitchers 


So Says Father Henry 


Chadwick •:• Baseball 
History Proves Him 
Right •:• Curric of St. 
Louis •:• Van Haltren 
and Other "Vets" 


That sensible and logical veteran 


baseball -writer, Father Henry Chad- 
wick, reasons well with figures tvneii 
be discusses the game. Mr. Cbadwick 
believes that many clubs ruin chances 
for a better position In pennant races 
because of the fact that they use too 
many pitchers. 
This fact was con- 


spicuously apparent in the National 
the American leagues last season, 
whose sixteen clubs aggregated no 
less than 170 pitchers, an average of 
eleven pitchers to a club, and yet not 
over four pitchers of each club's corps 
took part in more than ten games of 
the club's season. It was the same in 
1001, but not to such an extent as last 
year. 


In 1902 the Pittsburg team won the 


pennant with a corps of but five pitch- 
ers, 
as the leading five men pitched in 


on aggregate of ninety-nine victories 
out of the 103 recorded. So that prac- 
tically those of the Pittsburg pitching 
corps of 1902 who did the effective 
work in the box, which virtually won 
the pennant for the club, numbered 
but five pitchers, that being more than 
any club requires for its team. 


The Pittsburg club bad the smallest 


corps of pitchers of any club in the 
league in 1902. 
On the other hand, 


the tail end New York club had no less 
than thirteen pitchers in its corps for 
1902, and yet but six of them did the 
brunt of the box work—namely, in 
pitching in forty-six of the forty-eight 
games won during the season, seven 
of the thirteen pitching in but two 
victories of the season's total, and five 
of the seven did not pitch even in A 
single victory. - Can anything show 
the folly of using so many pitchers on 
a team greater than this fact? 


In the American league, too, the sta- 


tistics of the pitching corps of each club 
of the league show similar results as 
regards the utterly useless cgst of em- 
ploying so many pitchers on a team. 
And, by the way, there was an impor- 
tant difference between the working of 
the two champion teams of the two 
leagues, and that was that the pitch- 
Ing corps of the Pittsburg club virtu- 
ally won the pennant for the club, 
while the success of the Athletics was 
mainly due to the remarkable team 
work done by the field support of the 
Ditching corps. 


A striking instance of the uselessness 


'if a large pitching corps was shown ip. 
»he case of the Boston American league 
,,'lub, which club has a corps of eleven 
Ditchers, and yet but three of the 
•-•leveii pitched in more victories than 
defeats, thess three pitching in an ag- 
gregate of sixty-fcur victories out of 
'.he season's total of seventy-seven.

The 
dog went straight as an arrow, scent- 
ing out the trail, plunging through 
great drifts and fighting his way so 
eagerly the men had frequently to re- 
call him while they rested. 


A s,hnrp yelp from Rags, who always 


went quietly about his work until he 
made a discovery, told the men that 
their friends had been found.

\Vhen the 


subject cf navy yard expansion or 
other I'crm of increasing th? facili 
ties of government plants comes be- 
fore congress, it is eminently desira- 
ble that the matter shall be consid- 
ered as a business measure and it 
will be to the advantage of the gov- 
ernment if the project is removed as 
far as possible from political consid- 
erations. 


By the very nature of tilings this 


may be a difficult achievement. Had 
such a policy been in operation when 
congiess authorized a navy yard at 
Port Royal. S. C., the country would 
not now have found its nav3- depart- 
ment in possession of a costly plant 
of no sort of use to the government. 
To speak plainly, it was the same 
sort of politics which induced con- 
gress to authorise a big navy yard 
at Charleston. S. C., and appropriate 
the money for beginning the various 
institutions of such a plant. Influen- 
tial senators and congressmen who 
have something to do with the prep- 
aration or the enactment of naval ap- 
propriation bills are sometimes able 
to carry out plans which are not fav- 
ored by the department and which 
would net be for a moment adopt- 
ed by a business firm. It seems ri- 
diculous to establish a navy yard at 
any point on the Atlantic coast where 
there must be a 
large amount of 


dredging conducted under the army 
engineers in order to afford access 
to that establishment. 


It has cost tt»e 
government 
the 


price of a new navy yard

navigable, and

times cf the year, ths approach to the 
navy yard at Vallejo. Cal. Of course,

of Mauritius, off the east coast of Mad- 
agascar. From London to the island 
not a single shark was sighted. Thirty 
miles off the island, as the voyage was 
resumed, a shark judged to be twenty 
feet long suddenly appeared on the port 
quarter not over fifteen feet froth the 
side of the vessel. The dorsal fin on his 
b.ick showed above water like a palm 
leaf fan. 


The weather was fine and our captain 


easy noin^, and he gave the crew per- 
mission to catch the monster. The. 
Murk appeared about 0 o'clock in the 
niorninir. We waited until 4 in the aft- 
ernoon to let him ^et a good appetite 
and then offered him a ten potmd piece 
of pork on a hook. Time aud acain the 
bait was drawn within a foot of his 
no-io, but Ire paid not tho slightest at- 
tention to it. Wo changed to beef, but 
ho would not touch it.1 The captain 
gave us a chicken from one of the 
coops, but after two hours we drew in 
tho hook. 
/ 


It was argued that if the shark 


stayed hy us during the night we 
should hook him next day, but we were 
mistaken in that. It w.ir- a rpjiet night, 
and not for ono minute did tho mon- 
ster leave us. Ho did not come a foot 
nearer nor widen the distance by a 
foot. Whenever tho man at tho wheel 
turned his head there was the luminous 
body of tho shark on the quarter keep- 
iii'-r pace with tho brig without seeming 
to move a 11 n. 


It was noon next day before we tried 


tho shark again, but we had no better 
luck. lie simply ignored the bait. Tho 
men began to whisper about accident 
and death, and the captain brought up 
n blunderbuss loaded with slugs and 
look a fair shot at the fellow. He was 
only about a foot below tho surface, 
and the heavy charge struck him at tho 
base of tho dorsal fin nml nearly tore it 
away. The shark made a sudden rush, 
but only for a few foot. The smote 
had not yot blown away when he re- 
sumed his old position. His start was 
one of surpilso instead ot" pain. IIo 
had learned caution, huwovor, and ho 
s.iuk down until he had two foot of va- 
tor over him. Some of tho men dropped 
objects over tho bow with a groat 
splashing, but the shark paid no atten- 
tion to the noise. 


For nino long days nnd nights ho 


kept the place whoro wo had first soon 
him, and during this time wo had two 
or throe squalls and two clays of heavy 
weather. 


On tho morning of tho ninth dny wo 


approached a largo sword(is.h sleeping 
MI tho dancing waves. Wo woro. with- 
in n hundred foot <if him when tho 
I'fcakh'g of tho jnrds or tho voices of 
the men disturbed him, and ho camo 
touring down on the port sldo nnd ran 
rmht over the shark nnd nwny out of 
Hitcht. If tho sl'tirk was not struck ho 
w.is nt least badly frightened, for ho 
inaiio off. and VM- did not set eyes on 
him again. 


\Yhilo Iho American bnrU Uookot, 


from New York t<> Santos, was lying 
becalmed on tho equator a shnrK twou- 
fy four foot long suddenly upponrod on 
hor starboard «I(V' amidships and only 
n row ynrdrt nwny. lie lny hond aud 


tall with the ship, and the carpenter 
got his length to an inch l>y uieas»ur3- 
mente along the rail. The spread of the 
monster's jaws was such that he could 
easily have lakva a flour barrel into bia 
mouth. 


Tlu-re was no shark hook aboard, 


but the captain, being willing to di- 
vert the crew, gave them leave to 
throw over a lot of pork which had 
become unlit for futinv. There were 
four barrels of this jio-.k. ami it was 
fod out pivi-o by jiiK-e to that shark 
till Jhe la^t pound was jrow. 


When the pork was tinished a piece 


of beef was thrown over the port rail, 
and the shark dived under the ship 
and seized it. 
How much longer be 


would have gone ou eating no one 
could say. as there was no more to 
give him. lie seemed to be as raveii' 
ous for the last piece as for the first. 
How one shark could hold all that 
meat and another go eight days with- 
out eating a thing is yet another ques- j 
tion for discussion. 
j 


While off the southeast coast of Java 


in the New Bedford whaler Joshua 
Lee/ we one day came upon a native 
craft floating on her beam ends. She 
had a crew of six men aboard, hut 
they \vt;re frightened aud helpless. The* 
craft bad no cargo in her and had 
taken considerable water through her 
single Hatchway, which had been left 
open. 


We sent a boat and cut away her 


masts and righted her, and then a 
strange discovery was made. There 
were three feet of water in her hold, 
and dashing about in the water was 
a shark fourteen feet long. He had 
come aboard with a sea and, instead 
of being left on dock, had gone down 
the hatchway. The natives abandon- 
ed the wreck for the whaler, and three 
weeks later she was drifted ashore on 
the Snndalwood island, with the shark 
still aiive and rushing about. 


On that same cruise the whaler ran 


into the port of Barung, Java, to make 
repairs. 
Some fishermen had caught 


a shark nine feet long in their nets, 
and L«! had been lying on the beach 
three nours when I saw him. Some of 
our n»en went to the ship nnd got a 
pork Darrel, knocked out both heads 
and slipped the shell over the shark 
and drove it down to his bulge.
